It was in France that the first serious 
effort was made to este.blish the manufact- 
ure of carpets in the fashion of the Orient. 
This was in the reign of Louis XIV., and 
under the direction of his Minister Colbert. 


Tie royal manufactories were designed to 
furnieh all manver of furnitare, acd in the 
Gobelins and Besuvais fectories 250 mas- 
ter weavers wove rich tapestries, During 
the revolution of 1789, these factories were 
almost suppressed, but Napoleon J. revived 
the manufectories and furnished his 

with their ioom work. ‘Thenationai work- 
shops of France still continue, end the 
woven stuffs of Gobelins, Beauvais, and 
the Savonnerie are eccounted among tiie 
fineat in Europe. 

The knowiedge of carpet weaving was 
presumably introduced into Engiand from 
France. During the persecution of the 
Huguenots the carpet weavers, with othes 
artistic craftsmen, fled for refuge to Eng- 
iand, and established themse!vea in various 
towns. Axminster, in Devonshire, was 
one of these and also the town of Wil.on. 
These pisces retained their supremacy for 
a jong time, but with the inteoduction of 

h- Jacquard loom and various improved 
processes of manufacture, the induvtry was

| time she does anything, as if it were ex- 
traordinary that a human being should 
have genius or exhibit capacity ? Why make 
such a cackling, like a hen every time she 
lays an egg? A man does not ask consid-

| eration or immunity fzom criticism for any- 


thing he does because he isa man. Why 
| should awoman? The whole attitude is 

undignified, and a confession of inferiority 
| that enrages me. If I were to take a 
‘ double-first,’ or write a ncvel, I should be 
humiliated if I were praised for it like a 
freak. I am tired of reading about women 
in all the periodicals and newspapers as if 
she were anewly discovered species. Every 
journal must have its * Woman's Column,’ 
its ‘Woman's Doings,’ its ‘Chat About 
Woman,’ its ‘ Woman’s World,’ its ‘ Wo- 
man in Society,’ ‘ Woman in the Ocean, 
* Woman in the Pulpit,’ ‘ Woman in Liter- 
ature,’ woman riding down the newspaper 
Columns one bicycle. And it is ennounced 
that this 1s the woman’s age, that woman is 
in the saddie, that woman has come to 
stay. She seems to want to draw the line, 
as she did rather effectively at Ghicago in 
a Woman’s building, and to forée an an- 


tagonism in every department of life. Even 
in her own periodicals I do not see any 
column devoted to man. That might be 
refreshing reading. Woman! Why, she 
has borne the whole rae for 6,000 years, 
and she has got to bear it along in all the 
ages; she is the great conservative and 
reaily controlling force. I wish they 
would let her alone. 1 am sick of all this 
petty talk about her.” 

These somewhat violent expressions are 
not quoted here to be defended, and do 
not need contemporary explanation; they 
merely indicate the cumulative weariness 
of long-tried patience, and must not be 
taken to express too much, Though 
women are often tired of themselves and of 
each other, and do not hesitate to say so, 
this is only a temporary wearinese, and 
does not at all express the feelings of a 
misognist toward women generally. In- 
deed, this woman who is quoted would 
probabiy turn with withering rebuke upon 
any man who should say that the modern 
world has bad about enough of woman and 
would iike a rest. And the man would 
meekly admit that rest the world will not 
have, and rest it does not deserve, this 
side the grave. No, it is progress and not 
rest that we need, and that must go on, 
even to the extent of women forming 
themselves into a syndicate, a woman's 
trust, for carrying on business independent 
to the other rex, aud dictating terms of 
partnership. The speaker was not tired of 
women, but of ‘hearing’ about woman.

NEW USES FOR ELECTRICITY. 


The Wenderfal Elécirical Machines Ex 
hibited at Buda-Pest, Mungary. 
Electricity not only rings door-belis, 
ights houses, and cooks food, Lut it sweeps 
the floors, washea the dishes, biacks boots 
and shoes, and so on through the whole 
catalogue of domestic operations. If no 


machine has yet been invented to dress and |- 


to feed a man, it is only because the ioven~ 
2ors have been so busy that they have not 
got around yet te the electric valet and the 
electric knife and fork. 

If anyone thinks there is any exaggera- 
tion about this, he ought to have attended 
the exhibition of machines of thie sort that 
has just closed at Buda-Pest, Hungary. 
This exhibition, which was organized 
by the Hungarian Commercial Museum, 
wasa great success, and probably will 
result im greatly increasing the use of emall 
electrie motors for domestic purposes. All 
sorts of curious electrical machines were 
exhibited, including wood-working and 
metal-working machines, cicthes-washing 
machines, sewing machines, ventilators, 
ice-making apparatus, blowers, and looms. 
These ditferent machines were run by 
thirty.two alternating current moters and 
forty-two continuous current motors. Thus 
the contest between these two types of 
current which has been waging almost since 
the first introduction of electricity may 
still be said ta be carried on on even terms, 
the adyantage being a little in favor of the . 
latter. 

One of the moat interesting machines 
exhibited was an electric churn, of which 
the motor was cf the alternating current 
type. Both the motor and the churn were 
fixed upon atable. The power was trans- 
mitted from the moter to the vertical axis 
of the churn by an arrangement of pulleys, 
In the floor-polishing brash, the. motor 
was situated above the brush proper, rotat- 
ing ata high speed, and the whole device 
was pushed over the floor by a long bandle 
like that of a lawn-mower. The motor was 
fed throughs flexibie conductor of suffi- 
cient length froma tap in the wail. In the 
electric shoe brush a motor in the lower 
part of the machine worked two brushes 
placed in front. The upper was grooved, 
£0 as to fit over the bcot, while the lower 
cleaned the sole. 

These are only a small part of the 
wonderful things shown at Buda-Pest, 
Electricians are now talking of a perman- 
ent exhibition of the kind, tobe held in

Walter wasa member, and iis ancestor 
in the thirteenth century was that famous 
chemist Michael Scott, who won the name 
of Wizard. A later Scott distinguished him 
seliin the time of Charies 11. by marrying, 
when he was himeelt only 14 vears old, a 
iady who was three years his juinor. The 
bride was Mary, Countess of Buccleuch, in— 
her own right the richest heiress in Scot- 
land. The marriage was secret one, and. 
none of the friends and few of her family 


were informed of it until the day after. 
The youthful bridegroom did not profit 
greatly by this match, for his bride died 
at 13. hersister Anne, who succeeded 
to her titles and estates, made a marriage 
with the pet son of Chiries 11., Monmouth, 
and had a numerous family. 


EXORMOUS WINNINGS AT WHUST. 


It was sixty years later, or about 1750, 
that young John Scott, son of the Laird of 
Scott’s Tarvet, entered King !}-orge'sarmy. 
Two yerrs later he was in Luwion and in 
the midst of the most reckless set of apend- 
thrifts, rakes and gamesters that Mngilish 
society has ever kuown. Sir John Bland 
was only one of a thousand rich young 
English gentlemen who threw away for- 
tunes over the gaming table at White's. 
The one historic loser of that era was 
Charles James Fox, Pitt’s rival. Fox 
gambled away, ali told, no less tan35,000,- 
000. Scott was the very antipodes of Fox, 
When he died, at a ripe old age, he lefta 
tortune as great as that with which Fox 
had begun, and every penny of it had been 
won atthe gaming tabie. Fox was a ripe 
scholar ; Scott was almost iiliterate. Fox 
said that losing was the next greatest 
pleasure to winning. Scott never lost, or 
so rarely that it did not effect the serenity 
of his career as a winner. Fox would go 
home in the morning aftera night in which 
he had gambled away, $50,000 or $100,000 
and immediately lose himeelf in a study of 
Sophoces er .Eschyius. Scott, like the 
sensible fellow he wae, would button his coat 
over the portemonnaie in which he carri- 
ed awaywinninge of an equal or even 
greater amount, and immediately go to bed 
80 as to be fresh for play in the evening. 

When Scott found himself in London and 
amid the wild young men of his era he 
determined that gaming was his only chance 
of getting money. When he engaged him- 
self to throw a series of :nains with Sir John 
Biand he had, ue Horace Walpole puts it, 
nothing “but a few debts and his commis- 
sion.” His shrewdness taught him that 
there was nothing in dicing, at which a 
stupid man has as good a chance asa bright 
one, and so he speedily gave up hazard and 
applied himself to whist, at which game 
hoaven fights on the side of the skillful 
player. Never in the history of play did 
men gambie for such high stakes as

did at White’s between 1753 and 1780. 
Scott's system was an exceedingly simple 
one. He gave hiuseli the best of it in 
every possible way. He never went to 
the gaming table unlees his head and his 
stomach were in the very best order. He 
never lost his Se sont or his good nature 
for an instanr. ¢ played « perfectly fair 
and honorable game, and at first he made 
it a rule never to play for more than a fixed 
sum which he could afford to lose. He won 
so steadily that it wasn't long before he was 
prepared to risk any sum which even the 
wealthiest or the most reckless of his ad- 
versaries would venture to propose, 
Aatory which illustrates capitally Scott's 
patience in the face of hard luck hes been 
preserved. Une night while he was at the 
card table news was brought to him that 


his wife, the firet Mrs. Scott, had given © 


birth to a girl. 

“Ah,” he said, “I shall have to double 
my stakes to make a fortune for this young 
lady.”

ger is erected, being for a 14 hand horse 
three feet from the floor. Its general posi- 
tion is shown in the sketch py L. D. 
Snook. Jt is as long as the manger is wide 
aid not lesa than 31-2 feet wide.

"At A, on 
both sides ot the stall, is secured a chain or 
strap with a snap in one end which is snap- 
ped into each side of the halter.

ADVANTAGES OF THE BEARD. 


Safeguard to the Threatanda Protection 
~ Agatnst Facial Paralysis, 

It is to be feared that too many men 
deprive themselves of what Shakespeare 
calle ‘‘valor’s excrement” without count- 
ing the possible cost. Whether the beard 
be an ornament tothe masculine counte- 
nance we must leave the ladies to decide ; 
it certainly has its uses in hiding a weak 
chin, and in some cases it seems to be 
cultivated asa vicarious cempensation for 
a hairless ecalp. It is not, however, in its 
cosmetic so much as in its hygienic aspecte 
that the blessedness of the beard—in which 
term we include the whole of the harvest 
usually claimed by the razor—is most 
apparant. That itis a safeguard to the 
throat is generally admitted, and writers 
of authority have insisted upon its value 
as a protection against toothache and 
facial neuralgia. This 1s a goodly sum 
of advantages to the credit of the beard. 

Dr. Chabbert, of Toulouse, has, however, 
yet more to tay in its favor. According to 
to this practitioner, the beard seems to be a 
very etficient defence against that form of 
facial paralysis which is caused by cold, 
This affection is far more common in women 
than in men, though the latter are, of course, 
mutch more exposed to the cause which pro- 
duces it. When tacial paralysis, a frigore, 
does occur in men ; they are almost invari- 
ably individuals to whom nature has been 
stepmotherly inthe matter of beard, or 
who have wantonly thrown away the 
protective covering with which she has 
clothed their faces. Dr. Chabbert cites the 
experience of severe! physiciane,in addition 
to hisown, in support of this upinion. 
Prof. Andre, of Toulcuse, has seen several 
cases of the affection in question in women, 
but not in man; he had heard of one. 
indeed, which would appear to be an ex- 
cellentexample of the exception which 
proves the rule, for the patient was a 
“lyric artist,’ with the faccia di musico so 
distasteful to Lord Byron. Prof. Pitres of 
Bordeaux, has seen twelve cases in women 
and only two in men; both the latter 
shaved, though, as one of them underwent 
that operation only twice a week, his case 
perhaps does not count fur much, unless it 
be held that his face was more vulnerable 
after these periodical denudations, Simi- 
lar observations are quoted from Dr.

The Guernseys. 

So faras breeding live stock is concerned, 
every farmer is a law unto himself; but it 
is not so in any otner line of his work, says 
a correspondent. For grain or vegetables 
or fruits, he studies to produce that which 
will be bes* suited to his purpose, réalizing 
that in this lies his succcss or failure in the 
race for profit. The law of development may 
be slower in the animal than in other lines, 
but it is no less certain. Each breed inherits 
the essential qualities which distiriguish it 
from other breeds, and each animal from 
every other. The breeding problem is to 
recognize the desirable of these qualities 
and intensify them, and to eliminate those 
that are undesirable. I have worked at this 
for twenty-four years, and not one-half of 
my hopes have been realized, 

We should each form an ideal, and, since 
it is difficult, if not impossible, to fealize 
our hopes, drop the non essentials.. The 
essentials are a good constitution. A cow 
with this will be found a good feeder, and 
it should be inherited from a long line of 
ancestors. In size, 900 pounds should be 
the lowest limit. Economical prodaction 
should be, say 6,000 to 8,000 pounds of 
milk per annum, with a percentage of not 
less than 5 per cent, of butter fat. Sach fa 
cow, whether it have a short or a long tail; 
have horns incurved or turned out ;-a black 
nose or a white one, or has hair of red or 
orange, should be honored as a foundation 
cow, and no inducement should part her 
from her home ao longas the breeding herd 
remained there. A bull, son of modei cow 

of another herd, should be retained $c long 
asthe get appears to possess the easéntial 
qualities of the foundation cow, and I. would 
use such even to imbreeding rather than 
risk a violent cross. Success lies in a de- 
azee of close breeding, while the common- 
piace of the result of continual outcrossing.

Effect of Roots on Soil. that bore his name. 


It is well known that when a crop is re- 
moved from the soil there is left in the 
ground a certaia proportion of root-matefial 
which adds ao much fertilizing matter ‘ to

required to produce the desired effect.

although fewer in numbers, are braver, 
hurgrier, and more untamed, and they are 


from their ancestral glens and pastures to 
the shelter of our Bannu district. On the 
four or five occasions on Which it has been 
necessary to send British punitive forces 
into the Wazirihiils, the Darwesh have 
shown no combined front, and as they pos- 


sess scarcely any property it has been diffi- 
cult to inflict any real loss upon them. The 
Indian papers by last mail report that, on 
the threatened outbreak of hostilities, this 
less warlike section of the Waziris were 
making a peaceful exodus into safe quarters 
within our frontier. Mahsuds have always 
played, and are now playing, a very difler- 
ent game. 

Down to thirty-four years ago they harr- 
ied our border villages almost with impun- 
ity. But in 186) their audacious attack 
on the frontier town of Tank, with an in- 
vading host of 3,000 Mahsud warriors, 
forced usto try to teach them a lesson. 
Within a month of the Tank outrage, in 
the most favorable month for such warfare, 
when the spring crops lay ready for des- 
truction or as forage for our transport ani- 
mals, we sent a furce of 5,000 troops into 
the mountains. It was the Mahsuds, 
however, who taught us a lesson. One 
night, just before dawr, 3.000 of them 
surptised our camp, the bravest of their 
warriors rushed through our tentsand cut- 
ting dow men and animals till they them- 
selves tell covered with woun2s, but sword 
in hand. Jt was a surprise conducted 
almost exactly on the plan of the night at- 
tack on cur camp a few weeks ago, ani 
with even more success, In 1S61 we lost 
no fewer than 229 inen, besides numbers ot 
the transport animals, winle the Mahsud's 
left only 120 corpses behind. ‘*The whole 
campsign, ’ says Mr. Thorburn, ‘* cost us 
nearly 400 men, and admittedly failei in 
its object of effecting the submission of 
the tribe. As the Mahsuds would not sub- 
mit, and the expense of maintaining a 
small army in their midst was heavy, the 
troops were withdrawn. 

During the next twenty years we kept 
up a clumsy and intermittent blockade 
against the Maheud clans. But the stead- 
ily growing list of their outrages compelled 
us in 1881 to take them effectively in hand. 
A force of 4,000 British troops, now armea 
with breech-loadere, penetrated into every 
part of their hills. istance, which had 
been possible by the sword and matchlock 
against the old muzzie-loader, was hopeless 
against our new weapon.. The tribe gave 
up their leaders to our general, and sub- 
witted to his terms. 

We have already referred to the more 
recent history of the Waziris. The time 
has come when they must either accep: the 
peace and order which the Afghan Amir 
and the British Government are jointly de- 
termined to impose on the border land, or 
they mast be compelled to doso0. Temporiz- 
ing otfers and half-nearted submission can 
avail them nothing. Once they really 
make up their minds to cume into the new 
state of things, there are several influences 
at work on the frontier to prevent them from 
regretting their decision. Formerly their 
chief source of wealth was the custody of 
the Gomal pass and the feeeand blackmail 
which theylevied fromall who went through 
it, whether British subjecta or Afghans. 
In place of this and other less legitimate 
forms of plunder, the British Government 
Opens up employment on its border police 
and frontier irregular force. Trate soon 
springs up when a hi!l race makes the 
change from pillage to settled industry. We 
have taught tribeseven more untamable 
than the Wazirie that plunder asa means 
of livelihood does not pay upon the British 
border; and there is no permanent reason 
why we should not also teach them.
